Under Canadian elections laws every candidate must post $200 with 
the returning officer. He loses it if he does not poll half as many 
votes as the successful candidate. The treasury, therefore tted $80,800 
from lost deposits this election.

THE UNEMPLOYME NT TREND 


The Canadian Welfare Council reviews the 
present unemployment situation in a way to 
provoke thought rather than cheers. 

Employment in Canada has reached the 
highest level since December 1930, judged by 
the reports sent in by employing firms which 
make returns to the Dominion Government. 


That is decidedly encouraging, but the Council | 


does not stop there. 

On the other side of the account, it is noted, 
there are 1,100,000 persons now in Canada on 
direct relief. A year ago there were 1,150,000, 
But in the meantime 90,000 people in the 
drought areas have gone off relief. People 
elsewhere to the number of 40,000 must there- 
fore have gone on relief during the year. 

These, it is assumed, are mainly people 
residing in towns; “It seems possible there has 
been a more disturbing enlargement of the 
socially dependent in the urban and industrial 
centres within recent months than a first glance 
would indicate” 

The conclusion of the Council is: “This, 
together with mounting costs, suggests that the 
unemployment and unemployment relief prob- 
lems have not lost but rather increased in 
seriousness in the past 12 months.” 

It is suggested that: “The wider introduction 
of cash relief in many centres, without prior 
reorganization of adequate investigation and 
supervision services, appears to have added to 
the costs and the numbers on relief in certain 
areas.”

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1880, when the 
néwspaper readers of Canada took 
up their morning papers they 
read Ottawa telegrams telling 
how Sir John A. Macdonald had, 
the previous day in the House of 
Commons, introduced a bill to 
ratify the contract signed at Ot- 
tawa on October 21, 1870, with the 
Stephen syndicate for the con- 
struction of a Canadian Pacific 
railway, supplementary to an 
agreement signed in London, Eng- 
land, on September 14. Parlia- 
ment had met on December 9. 
The first day had been devoted to 
the opening, and the very first 
business was the presentation of 
the C.P.R. contract bill, even be- 
fore the address was moved. It 
was not until February 15, 1881, 
that the bill was passed by the 
Commons and sent to the Senate,
